Dr. James Speaks to Women

Principal Urges Investigation 
ol World Problems of Last 
Twenty Years

Under the democratic form of 
Bovernmcnl the entire citizenry, 
not merely the Icguslalors , arc 
faced with definite responsibilities, 
Principal F. Cyril James told a 
meeting of the Women Associates of 
McGill in Strathcona Hall recently. 
Declaring that a victory by the 
.Miles in the current war would not 
eliminalc the basic caubcs of war. 
Dr. James advised that the social 
and politiçal problems which have 
led to the world's ills of the past 
twenty years be studied. Wise de- 
cisions toward solution of these 
problems, the principal - declared, 
could come only after long and 
persistent effort. 

Thinking people must become 
aware at the present lime, Dr. 
James said, that the right road to 
reorganization of the world must be 
arrived at. To attain this end. ho 
continued, intelligent study wai 
necessary. Leadership in this ef- 
fort, according lo the principal rests 
with the university and its students. 
Moreover, he continued, this task 
of intense study was as responsible, 
a one as any military task. In play- 
inK il.<i part in thi.s task. 

In dealing with McGiU's war ef- 
fort, the principal named various 
men with McGill afTillations who 
have received Important positions. 
The university, he said, prided it- 
self on the activity of its gradu- 
ates, bolii in Ihc fighting and In 
Ihc economic forces.

Mr, Randolph'a «x|iocllion was ot tuolt 
length and cuntaincd so many debatable state* 
monts that wnsidoj-aWe time had to be spent 
in iM"e|>aring a comprehenf^ive ipplv to il. H is 
this ïacl, ivui>le»t with tlio .">usron»ii>n of (he 
"Daily" duiinf (he mid-teini oxnmiMniioiif. 
which has resulted In the regrettable Inpjp of 
ovei' a month between the publication ot Mr. 
Randolph's article and ot this answer. 
Mr. Randolph's rinit rolnli 

Mr. Randolph's object in writing seen« to 
be twotold. First he seeks to jno\-e that. "... 
there are two «odes ot action iit the world to- 
day, . . a materialistic moralitj* . . . follow- 
ed by states . . . vand), i2) a standard ot ethics, 
totally idealistic, for individuals. ' U might be 
)V>inlcd ovit, ot course, that this is not strictly 
correct in view ot the myriad ethical systems 
now in existence. It would have been better 
had he aaid that modem ethical codes fall into 
two treat (roups: »1) those tolUnved by na- 
tions, which are generally based ahnost com- 
pletely on materialism, and (2> those of indi- 
viduals, which usually adwcate some degree 
ot idealism and unselfishness. We presume, 
howtx'er, that Mr. Randolph put Uie atatemet\t 
in the form which he did mcrelj' tor the »ake 
of com)>actness ot phrasing, and that the lat- 
ter statement is what he meant to be \mdev- 
itood. If sv\ wr »vr m oomplolo agicemenl 
with his first major jvint, though eomcwhal 
critical of the argimients p\it forward in its 
support. Ne\-ertheless, for brcviti-'s aakc, we 
shall refrain from questioning these and pro- 
i-red to hm sooond ctnilrntion. 
Mr. Randolph *» Second Point : 

.Kt his «ccond poliit, Mr. Randolph, al- 
though commending personal idealism, advo- 
oatot complete materialism as a desirable code 
>-if f thic.<; for the sis'.e. "The 'morc.i" ", he sa.\ ». 
"obeyed by the govrnimcnt. a,< such, should bo 
mstehaliftic in character; while, on the otlior 
hand, the ethics of an individual should be 
idealistic in character." With the first part of 
this sûatenieni wc fool, both i>f men and as 
Christians, that wc niu.'l take isi.^iic. Siiu-o, 
however, Nîr. Kandoîph dors not serm to have 
been influenced by Christian philoiopliy, wc 
shall refrain from arguing on religious grounds 
His Arguments: 

Mr. Randolph p«!scnls tvro argument.' in 
favour of his point of view. In the first of ;hc.<c 
he claims to base his philosophy on the welfare 
of the people, and argues that (as he says the 
patriot seefi the welfare of a people dcpcjid* 
upon the relative strength of thr ir 5;a;e af com- 
pared with other nates. But, as Mr. Ran- 
dolph says. "He la patriot) desires to see his 
compatriot* happy and their eountrj' prosper- 
ous." Consequently he concludes that the pat- 
riotic statesman "is perfectly justified in using 
Macbiavelljan tacticf a? lor;g as ihey are in the 
interests of the stsu." In other words, any act 
of a statesman or. beha'f of his nation is justi- 
fied if ia accordance with the "materialistic 
moraliiy" advocated by Mr. Randolph. 

The iêllary of this argument lies in its 
i-.n: rre.T.-.^e which is or.iy true if ail neigh- 
br'ur:r.p nE:.:ir.j are impifcca'sie e.ncmies of the 
state ic question. Such a condition could only 
exist if Mr. Randolph's philosophy were uni- 
versally accepted. If Mr. Randolph's statement 
were correct both Canadians and Mexicans 
would be living in misery for fear of the infin- 
itely more powerful United Slates. Tne reason 
this is not so is that the United States does no; 
accept Mr. Randolph's doctrine, or at least does 
not consider its application proper when des- 
tructive to its two closet: neighbours. Mr. 
Randolph is creating a hypo-.he'.ical worid ir,- 
stead of tppiying his ideas to the cz:£!;;,g on'.-, 
Furthermore, a piiilosophy which is rendered 
necessary and justifiable only by evils of its 
own creation is obviously foolish since the uni- 
versal abandonment of the philosophy would 
destroy int vi.-ry iv.it which necetiitale it. 
r. might aiso 0€ XiOXd that when Mr, Ran- 
doipr, spcs>.f of the "welfare of the people" he 
refers otiiy to the people of the particular stale 
in question; though why these humans should 
be thought more worthy of consideration than 
any others he docs not explain. His ideas on 
tliis point, howcvei, tevrr, to iy. wjurA ui> wjl;i 
hi* conception of patnoi.sm wiiich we shall 
consider later, 

Mr. Randolph's second argument is found- 
ed on the 88sun>ptIon that the materialism of 
the »'.i?'.c iî tnt biis.t </! iiii jh-ivwiùI morality. 
This amazing conclusion is ajnvcd at by the 
folowing process of what we can only terra 
muddled reason. "If it were not for the fact 
that the atatc bears the burden of materialism", 
says Mr. Randolph, "its phji'^s-jphy of nhni.i 
would inevitably be sliifitd to t/.e .udr.iàubi, 
al! personal idealism would vanifli; <d/)d^ a 
slate of anarchy would ensue, with uacii man 
plundering and robbing his jicighbour, crime 
being met witn crime, force being met with 
force. Fortunately", he continues, "tlic state 
savw. ■a^ IkjH, bi.ri . , . U.u.-^ iiijKfs jjo.it, blv 
mutual iovi , yjiiiiM.-j ;ind ciiiiiiij, and all 
ijuch perioj.a! nioraijly as cxisli Ivctwccn its 
individual mcmljcrs." U\ oliicr v;(irds, as pre- 
vlotisly stated, Mr. Randolph considers the ma- 
tcriali£m 6f the stale the basis of all porsonal 
morality. If this were true il would be iogical 
argue that personal moralily should not op- 
P';se the national malc-riaiism advocated by 
Mr. Randolph since this materialism makes 
personal morality possible. 

Once a«ain, hov/ever, the fallacy of the ar- 
gument lies in its first prcmiEç. For the crea- 
tion of an idealistic slate, as opposed to /vli. 
Randolph's lijilcriallbtic out, doot not mean tlie 
diMoluUon of the slate nor of its power to main- 
tain order wiUiin Its own territory. Jtodeed, in 
our opinion, tiie aim of the idealistic slate 
«hould be the benefit of all mankind and order 
i* necchtary to acco/npli.sli lliit, f^r. Jliiiidoliili 
IK (joij/uj1ih( Die niuloj iiili.>:;n o/ Uic slalo v/il)i 
the itatc llsit!/. Of liio d-t.-oiiihon of liiia last, 
il is ridiculous to iixiak, sinco u<iy gifnip of 
humans carrying on their nctivities under a 
common government may be tcrniL-d a siuii'.

1. "... IliP fli'id Ip^I of the piililir mid 
private, moialily of any hIhIp I* (hp nhillly of 
that slate to hold its place in the hierarchy of 
nations," 

Henceforward wc nutsl Iherctoro abandon 
all sympathy wKh auch "Immoral" countries as 
Kthiopia, .Mbania, Austrl», Cr.eclioslnvnkla, and 
Poland . . . not to mpiitlnn liuuimerablo iiIIipib 
which fell in loss recent history. 

2. "His Ulitlcr's) foreign policy, from his 
cotmlry;* iwlnl ot view, was correct: lhat is, 
maxlmun\ material gain nl minimum cosi," 

Mr. Randolph torgcis that Hitler's "mini- 
mum cost" irvon if only llip cost to the Gor- 
man )^P0lllp 1)0 coiijlilcrcd) Included the siicri- 
fu-e of «11 ix'isonal fioodom and the dcstnicllon 
of the very "welfare of Ihc puoplo" on which 
Mr. Randolph claims to base his entire philo- 
sophy. Wc might further note tImt the pre- 
sent war is a direct result ot the circumalanccs 
iipccs.'iHry for the achievement of "maximum 
material gain". 

3. "... it^ is desirable for a nation to have 
its neighbours on the wrong track, for they arc 
therefore so much the weaker and leas threat- 
ening." 

Again Mr. Randolph ignores the fact that 
a .«troiiK nation i.< necessarily threatening to its 
neighbours only if his philosophy be accepted 
I by that nation. As before, we would point 
out that neither Mexicans nor Canadians find 
any reason to consider American power a 
menace. 

*. "For the state to fight to maintain the 
i maximum material benefits for its people, is 
I just as natural and just as moral as it is for 
I the individual to work in order to earn the best 
■ living he can at the expense of his fellows." 

In making the above statement, Mr. Ran- 
\ dolph overlooks the fact that the man who sells 
his labour at a price equivalent to the value 
of his work to his employers, is not living "at 
the expense of his fellows", but merely making 
a proper and completely moral exchange. If 
his employer regards his price as too high (i.e. 
i.Timoral) he need no longer employ him. Mr. 
Randolph could more fittingly draw an analogy 
between his hypothetical warring slate and 
a gangster who fills excellently the descrip- 
tion he gives of a working man. 

5. "Freedom, democracy, just government, 
constitute afi excellent morality . . . excellent 
because it makes the nation more powerful." 
But Mr. Randolph claims to base his philo- 
I sophy on the welfare of the people. Yel, a.s we 
have shown, the power of a nation is by no 
means a criterion of the welfare of its people, 
v,hcroa.s the "freedorrj, deniocracy, just gov- 
I ornmenf of a nation have proved to be Just 
thai. Is not this the reason why they «ro to 
be commended. 

Patriotism: 

Frohi some of the foregoing quotations 
and from the general tenor of Mr. Randolph's 
writing, -it is obvious thai hi.s infornsl in the 
"welfare of the people" slops nt the nalinnal 
boundaries. He admits, ". . . the fniils tluil the 
nation is more inijiortanl tlian any political 
party (and), that the whole nation is mora 
important than any part of it ... ." . but can- 
not, apparently, conceive of the whole world 
i>eing more i;ri|)oitant lliiin any nation. Mr. 
Randolph's tUan«i; unv/illinBiiess lo permit his 
reason lo bring him to this last conclusion may, 
perhaps, be explained by his coqceplion of 
patriotic actions. 

Kven a casual reading of his article makes 
il evident thai the actions which Mr. Randolph 
woiild advuiale ,1.1 jjiilnolii', wiiilo beiiiij bene- 
ficial 'in ills opJiiiii/ii to the iialrint's nation, 
v/ouid be injurious to others. Therefore, since 
these actions arc intended lo avliicve acRuiiiy 
only for that brancli nf soeloly nf which the 
patriot is a member, It would mmjih pr,i|,cr in 
term Uicm selfish. Yel nil lhe.-,e .nlions Mr. 
itandglph advocates in tlic n.nm; of pairintisni, 
v/hich ho terms, ", . . «n entirely unselfish and 
Idealistic thing," It would iccm lhat Mr, Ran- 
dolph, like many a politician, is using the cloak 
of patrioliam lo cover a miilliliide of evils. For 
obviously, cither the acts v/hieh Mr. rLindnlph 
would perform in actoidaiiee with his "mater- 
ialistic morality" are unpfllriolie, since Ihuy nrc 
seifisli; or else patriotism ilsclf it basically sel- 
fish and is therefore lo be condemned, even by 
Mr. Randolph's own ethical alaiidord for in- 
dividuals. 

In utn\ ui.u opinion both Ifiese atulcinenls 
uie pariiaily corcct. in so far as patriotism im- 
plies the will to advance one's own nation ot 
the expense of the happiness of oilier peoples, 
it is cerlolnly lo be condemned as utterly sel- 
fish. In so far, liowever, u;; il Is conalnieU as 
a will to intn-iise the Ijupjiiness of one's own 
counliyintn as a means loivaul Uie a<|va|)ce- 
inent of all huiiiaiiily, jt is lo bo commended. 
It is llnie, surely, tjint love of country was 
superceded by love of humiiiiily. Wc fire con- 
vinced thai if this last now held sway, such 
would In: Dii hf/ii'lili .Hciiiina lo all iiulioiis 
lhat inrii Would come lo iuiovv il as Iho hluiiosl 
form 0/ palrioiisin, as in fad ft Is, Consequent- 
Jy, since Mr. ^jipdolph's theories oppose any

Melvyn Douslns . piny* Kenny 
Williams, the detective, and Joan 
DIondell la Maxime Carroll, his 
fiancee, Mr, Oouilas Is his usual 
pleasant self, and contrives lo re- 
main poised and unruffled under 
Ihe most trying circtiinstances. Miss 
FJloiidell Is equally good. Ruth Don- 
nelly plays her almost habitual part 
ot lli« girl-friend wKh the shsrp 
edged tongue, who sols as a butter 
slate. 

The whols plot evolves around 
Ihc efforts of Maxime lo get Wil- 
liams oft lh« police tores, and the 
cdiintoracling cttorls of Captain 
McCoyern, played by Clarence 
Kolb, lo keep him on, A couple of 
murders and a bank robbery are 
thrown In tor good measure, and 
all of lhe»e Williams solves with 
consumalc case, much lo the an- 
noyance ot his fellow détectives. 
The climax comes when Williams 
decides thai a man who has been 
sentenced and convicted ot murder 
ia innocent, and he has to run on 
the wrong side of Ihe law lo cle.Tr 
him. Here Ma.ximc proves her 
worth, and the two of them track 
down the real criminal, while the 
entire police force tracks them. 

The plol may seem a trifle far- 
fetched, but il contains good, quick 
dialogue, and a number of very 
funny situations. All in all it is well 
worth seeing. 

BLIND ALLEY. 

The other feature is a psycholog- 
ical study ot a criminal, a cold- 
blooded killer, played by Chester 
Morris. Ralph Bellamy is Dr. Shel- 
by, psychology professor at a uni- 
versity, and the fact that he looks 
more like an embalmed country 
squire isn't his fault Ann Dvorak 
as the killer's girl is excellent. 

Wilson, the criminal, makes a get- 
away from prison, and he and his 
gang arrive at Shelby's home, when 
he and his wife are entertaining a 
fairly psychological set of guests 
for the week-end. Having subjugat- 
ed the household, the gang use the 
house as a hide-out until they can 
get away in a boat that is coming 
for them. From then on the story 
builds up rather too slowly to a 
really dramatic climax. The boat 
fails to come, .ind Wilson gels more 
and more jillcry. He has a horrible 
fear that he is going insane, and he 
finally breaks down-and tells Shel- 
by of a recurring nightmare that 
he has had ever since he was a 
small child, in the hope that Shelby 
can cure him. Shelby then proceeds 
relpntlessiy to tear apart his mind, 
and psychoanalize the dream. This 
pari is really excellent. The sus- 
pense Is beautifully held, and the 
resiills are surpriAiiig, but convinc- 
ing. It may or may not be good 
psychology, bul il is undoubtedly 
good drama, 

Chester Morris is good as the 
nervous, and almost insane killer.

G.S.A. Ur^es Increased Use ol 
Federal Scholarships 

Not Yet Available in Ontario, 
Quebec, N.B. and 
N.S. 



TliP Csnsdisn ."îliKlent A«-fmbly 
is laiincliinE a rnrnpaigri immrwli- 
alely lo gri the Provincial (îfivcrn- 
menla of Ontario. Quebec, New 
Driinswick, and Nova Scotia, lo take 
lip Ihe scholarships made available 
by Ihe Federal Govprnment Ihe na- 
lioiial offif-p anrifpiincpd la.it night. 

The (,'arnpHign is being launched 
in accordance with Hip dPci = ifin of 
the Third National Oinfrrencp of 
Canadian University Students held 
al Macdonald College. Sle. Anne de 
Mpllevue, last month. At that time 
llie Conference went on record as 
supporting Ihe rp,?ulls of Ihe Cam- 
palgn of la.tl yenr and instructed 
llir N;itlriti,-i| K.xeculivr of the Can- 
adian Student Assembly lo continue 
the campaign with Ihe object of 
establishing the scholarships in 
those provinces v/hich as yet have 
not t.ikpn advantage of them. 
Federal orTer* Not Accepted. 

As a result of the CSA Scholar- 
ships Campaign which was climax- 
ed by a delegation to Norman 
Rogers. Mini.ster of Labour, la.st 
March. Ihc Federal Government 
provided for liir establishment of 
sludcnl-aid scholarships of an aver< 
age value of $150. the total cost to 
be equally divided between prov- 
inces and Dominion, and the ad- 
ministration to remain in the hands 
of the educational authorities in 
the provinces. The total amount 
made available for the next three 
years is $225,000. 

Thus far, British Columbia, Al- 
bcria, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, and 
Prince Edward Island have taken 
advantage of this plan, giving a 
total of 130 scholarships in these 
provinces. The present campaign is 
to get the other four to take action 
on it as wc;I. 

Plan Publicity Campaign. 
A publicity and educational cam- 
paign is to be carried on througit 
radie, press, meetings, delates, etc 

In addition, support will be sought 
from prominent organizations and 
individual members of '.he provin- 
cial legislatures, and so on. Other 
student organizations are -being 
asked to join in the campaign which 
will probably send delegations to 
the various provincial capitols.
